Claim 1 has been amended such that the period of the fast driving sequence in 
the providing step is less than the driving sequence according to which the plurality of 
charge signals detected by the charge-coupled device are sequentially sent to the pixel 
processor. The claimed method comprising the providing, the sending and the 
sampling steps in combination with other limitations of claim 1 is not taught by the prior 
art of record. 

Claim 2 depends on claim 1 . 

New claims 3 and 8 claim a method and an apparatus, respectively, 
corresponding to each other. Similarly to the reason given for claim 1 , the prior art of 
record does not teach "decreasing a period of the driving sequence", in combination 
with other limitations of any of claims 3 and 8.
